FIRE AT YOKOHAMA, 
Last night (June 20th) at about half-past 


|nine o'clock the fire-bells gave warning 


ofa fire at the Bavarian Browery, No. 68. 
Denso clouds of smoke rolled out from the 
burning building, whioh led to the conclusion 
that the entire premises were gutted, more 
especially as flames burst through. the roof 
at one end. Crowds of foreigners and 
natives were soon on the spot: fire-engines 
began to arrive from all directions; and their 
crews were rushing about for some time 
first to one well and then to another. in 
hopes of getting’ a supply of water, but none 
was to be obtained. The well on the 
premises had a small supply, and an engine 
was’ soon fixed close to it, Tat had. scarcely 
commenced to draw when the gear got out 
of order, and its efforts were rendered futile, 
After a long time had elapsed some one 
suggested the fish-pond at the bottom of 
Hegt’s bill ns a source from whence a good 
supply of water could be procured, With 
great alacrity three engines established con- 
nection with the pond, and the. hissing of 
the much desired fluid was in a ‘few 
moments heard as it poured upon the flames. 
In the meantime, though there was plenty 
of amoke from a stack of damp malt whic’ 
had caught-fire, the flame was burning but 
slowly and making but little headway. 
With efficient direction of affairs there is no 
doubt that the fire might have been ex~ 
tinguished before the engines began to play. 
As it was confusion reigned supreme: eve 
one employed seemed to be working on his 
own account; and the only actual service 
rendered was by some Japanese who had 
boldly placed themselves on the roof, 
and fought the flames at close quarters. 
But after supplies of water had been brought 
to bear upon the burning mass, first from 
the: fish-pond before mentioned, and next 
from Mesars, Copeland and Wiegand’s pond 
in Spring Valley, and a fire party had 
arrived from H. M. 8. Audacious, the flames 
wers.soon mastered and cut off from the 
main building, and by eleven o'clock all 
danger of the disaster spreading was over. 
For some time, however, the houses in the 
vicinity were in imminent peril, as burnin; 
fragments of wood ‘borne by the breeze, fe 
on the roofs and remained there occasionally 
alight for some time. Fortuvately, however, 
the only damage dons was to the nervous 
systems of the ocoupants of the dwellings, 
“The origin of the fire is ascribed to the 
faot that malting was going on; and it ie 
supposed that the furnace was overheated, 
atd so caused the malt that was in process 
of-drying to catch fire, Altogether abont 
160 bags of malt and the whole of the 
machinery, were destroyed, edge bute

incurring riske which are incompatible with 
safe and legitimate trading. ta of con- 
traband articles have been prepared before 
now, and are given in some of the textbooks, 
No doubt there would be conuiderable 
difficulty in’ getting either the Porte or the 
Ruaslan Government to disouas, much less to 
settle, the question of. contraband, aud. to 
agree upon’a List of articles ; but there aro 
some articles—and coal is one of them—re- 
specting which itis of theutmost consequence 
that some understant should be arrived 
at if trade with either Turkish or Russian 
Ports isto be carried on during the war. 
It is woll settled that the carriage‘of en- 
omlos’ goods (not being contraband of war) 
by a neutral ship is a lawful act, and that 
such an adventure, consequently, may be 
insured ; but the goods may be seized by 
the other. belligerent, and the whole cargo 
may be forfeited, if any portion of it is 
declared to be contraband of war. To bind 
the Underwriter, therefore, In the event of 
capture, the nature of the trade and of the 
goods must be disclosed to. him ;. but. how 
can this information be of practical value 
unless the Insurer knows to a certainty what 
attioles will expose the cargo to forfeiture 
by the captors’? ‘The more the subject is 
considered. the more indispensable to 
carrying on trade during this war with 
eithor Turkey or Russia doas it saem to bo, 
that some understanding should be atrived 
at with both belligorents as to what articles 
they will regard, in all-eventa, a8. coutra- 
band.

what they have to expect, what they may 
do, and what they should avoid, if-they 
continue to trade-wlth elther belligerent 
during this great struggle.

head, and, the character of the metal boing 
changed by the conoussion, the rear part of 
the Palliser bad crumbled into eg some 
of these ‘being no larger than walouts, while 
the guo-metal studs and the copper gas: 
check were reparated from the white metal, 
‘and were alao in fragments, : 

The initial velocity of the shot—the speed 
at which it had left the miouth of the gun— 
was registered at 1,600ft. a scoond, and the 
striking- volocity—that at which it came 
into contact with the target—at 1,085ft, a 
second, - In February the shot fired with 
‘370lbs. of powder made an initial velocity 
of 1,500£t, a second, and a striking velocity 
Of 1,496ft. a second. The velocity register- 
ed on the 4th was the highest known, it is 
sald, and fully accounts for the base of the 
shot “setting up” in the manner described, 

The pressure upon the chamber of the 
gun was taken after the shot, and it was 
found that the mean pressure was under 20 
tons. A oast was taken of the interior, 
and the facts came ont clearly that the gun 
was in the same condition ehe was in before 
firing—that the slight fracture known as the 
“Sorack” had not altered in tho loast, and 
that there was nothing to prevent hor from 
being fired if the Committee shonld desire 
to fire with a steel shot, so an to teat to the 
utmost the powers of the gun. The Com- 
mittes decided not to fire any more shots 
on this ocoasion, but to consider and weigh 
fully the resulta before proo:eding further. 
It is not known, therefore, yot whether the 
gun will be sent to Woolwich to have a new 
steel lining,’ as is intended shall at some 
time or other be done, or whether further 
experiments will be carried out with her in 
her present position.

THE AMERIOAN ARMY. 2 

A telegram published a few days ago an- 
nounced that the War Department at 
Washington ‘*had ordered the discharge of 
2,500 soldiers, thus reduclug the United 
Btates aay ie 25,000 men,” "It is possible 
that there is some error in this statemont, 
for according to Act of Congress the number 
‘of enlisted mon in the ranks after 1875 was 
limited to 25.000, and the actual returns 
for bier & 1876, showed that this point of 
reduction ‘had been attained. There can, 
however, be litle doubt that the War 
Department under the new Secretary, Mr 
Key, will continue the policy of gradually 
pruning down the numbers of the standing 
army, and that ultimately a much lower 
int will be reached, as low, perhaps, as 
that at which the military strength of the 
Union stood before the war, The Da- 
mocratic msjorlty in the late House of 
Réprfsentatives made an effort-to-csrry out 
this~conception thoroughly,: but their at- 
tempts were unsuccessful, Their action 
was prompted in part by jealousy of General 
Grant's supposed military influence, In. part 
by adosire to remove the means by which 
the South had been coerced, but chiefly, 
perhaps, by party traditions; for tho 
antipathy to a standing army, so long 
nourished by popular parties in England, 
and still curiously surviving in the annual 
discussion of the Mutiny Bill, existed and 
atill exists in an exaggerated form among 
our American kinefolk.. Hardly was the 
struggle for independence over when Con- 


gress disbanded almost the whole force |-
